SHOT WHEN HE RUNS 


TO PROTECT HIS WIFE 


‘Edward: Hardina Is Wounded 
by Stranger Loitering in 
Alley Near Home. 


Edward Hardina, 27 years old, 
a shoeworker, was shot and seri- 
ously wounded by a man who was 
hiding in an alley behind Hardina’s 
home at 1827A South Fourteenth 
street last night. 

Hardina’s .17-year-old sister-in- 
law, Helen Zaleski, was accosted in 
the alley three weeks ago by «a 
man who attempted to attack her. 
Several other times as she left the 
house she noticed a man Ioitering 
in the alley, but did not report it 
to police. : 

Hardina was painting a kitchen 
tables hortly after 9:40 o’clock 
when his wife, Antonia, left to go 
to a grocery for breakfast sup- 
plies. As she reached the alley, 
she saw a man behind a shed and 
cried out to her husband...

Senate Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee today approved the resolu-

A proposal “by Senator Reed 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania, that the 
committee investigate freight rates 
on coal was sidetracked on the 
ground that it would require too 
much time in connection with the 
other inquiry. 

The resolution now goes to the 
Senate for action. During the 


hearings by the committee, charges } 


of brutality by coal and mine police 
of Pennsylvania were made. 

In rejecting the Reed amendment 
the committee recommended that 
it be embodied in a separate reso- 
lution, 

The committee was unanimous 
in reporting the Johnson resolu- 
tion on the basis of charges of 
Philip Murray, international vice 
president of the United Miné 
Workers of America, that the rail« 
roads had conspired to break the 
miners’ union.

Senator Johnson announced he 
would press for Senate action on 
his resolution during the week and 
in the event of approval, which he 
expects, he will seek to have the 
inguiry put under way next week.

Asquith, Scholarly Liberal 
Leader, Rose by Ability 


Schoolboy of 16 


He Is Said to Have Predicted When a 


That One Day 


He Would Be Premier.

ERBERT HENRY.- ASQUITH 

Was regarded as One of the 

most able, scholarly and hard- 
working leaderae who ever headed 
the “government in England. His 
long period of public service offered 
many dramatic possibilities, but he 
never took advantage of them to 
play to the gallery. He advanced 
quietly by sheer tenacity and hard 
work, coupled with natural ability. 
One of his warmest admirers once 
observed that Asquith’s modesty 
yerged on deformity. 

In 1868, as a London school boy 
of 16, Asquith is said to have told 
his schoolmates that one day he 
would be Lord Chancellor or Prime, 
Minister, and constantly he asked 
his companions to test his knowl- 
edge of parliamentary procedure. 
If the story is true, it appears to be 
the only evidence that Asqwtith ever 
boasted of his knowledge or ability, 


Quit as Party Head in 1926. 


After a service of approximately 
half a century to his country, Lord 
Oxford virtually retired from public 
life late in 1926. His retirement 
was brought about by a*‘series of 
events beginning with the sweeping 
Conservative victory in the general 
election of 1924. The Liberals, of 
which Lord Oxford had been leader 
since 1908, emerged as a broken 
party and subsequent dissension in 


controversy between Lord Oxford 
and David Lloyd George over the 
latter’s attitude during the general 
strike in 1926. A few months later 
Lord Oxford resigned as party 
leader. 

Previously, in January, 1925, the 
Earl's acceptance of his title gener- 
ally was regarded as the beginning 
of the end of a great political ca- 
reer. An Earldom was offered by 
the King on the advice of Prime 


as the leaders were concerned. 

Following this action the Na- 
tional Liberal Federation at its an- 
nua] session adopted a resolution 
expressing unabated confidence in 
Asquith. Supporters of Llioyd 
George demanded that the reso- 
lution make clear that it meant 
no reflection upon their chieftain 
and won their point by being as- 
sured that it did not. 

Final Rout of Asguith. 

The adherents of Lloyd George 
then took the initiative in. July 
by deciding to repudiate the au- 
thority of Asquith and his s0- 
fealled “shadow cabinet.” Their 
action was aimed directly at the 
procedure that had been the vogue 
of naming the Liberal party whips. 
They insisted that the whips be 
elected by the Liberal parliamen- 
tary party, instead of being named 
by Asquith and the “shadow cab- 
inet,” as had been the custom. 

Although efforts were made to 
bring about a reconciliation be- 
tween the two. leaders. The 
breach continued, and finally in 
October, 1926, Asquith announced 
his resignation .as party leader. 
Broken in health, his move 
marked his virtual retirement from 
public life. 

In July, 1927, it was announced 
that followers and admirers of As- 
quith had prepared for him a pri- 
vate testimonial in recognition of 


their ranks culminated in a bitter pis services to the country in the 


form of a cash present of $100,- 


+000 and an annuity of $12,500. It 


was pointed out that he had re- 
fused the certainty of a private 
fortune as a lawyer to enter pub- 
lic service, from which he retired 
virtually a poor man. 

Premier at Outbreak of War. 

Six years after Asquith became 
Prime Minister in 1908, he was con- 
fronted with ene of the most seri- 
ous crises in world history—the 


Minister Baldwin “in recognition 
of his great services to the nation.” 
He chose the title Earl of Oxford 
and Asquith. Several times before 
he had refused honors. Preferring 
to follow the traditions of the great 
Prime Ministers of Erfteland to be 
known in history by his owrfname. 


Quarrel With Lioyd George. 

& prefound political sensation 
was created in May, 1926, by the 
publication of a letter from Asquith 
censuring Lioyd George for his at- 
titude in favor of the miners dur- | 
ing the general strike. Lioyd 
Geerge’s reply, published at the 
same time, characterized the As- 
quith letter as “a provocation docu- 
ment.” 

This first clash between the two 
party leaders was followed by an- 
other more serious a month later, 
when Asquith and a majority of 
his colleagues adopted a -resolu- 
tion that amounted to excom- 
municating Lioyd George from the 
Liberal party. The decision was 
contained in e@ itetter written by 
Asquith to sir Godfrey Collins,

the great European 
war. Quietly he led a cheering na- 
tion into war. The first rush of the 
enemy was countered, but few re- 
garded the stolid man at No. 10 
Downing street as a savior. Domes- 
tic crises followed. Public opinion 
turned from the leader who lackeé 
magnetism, and when the war was 
‘half over the leadership went te 
David Lleyd George, who had the 
human qualities Asquith lacked 
Asquith stepped aside. 

Englishmen insist Asquith stepped 
aside, not down, for there was n0 
decline and fall of the scholariy 
statesman who remained just what 
he was in the beginning. His power 
was in himself, not in his office, 
and, in a sense, he had as much, or 
as little, influence after his resigna- 
tion-as when he was Prime Minis- 
ter. 

Throughout the war Asquith re- 
mained the same calm, steady bul- 
wark of English ability and respeéct- 
ability. He scarcely raised his 
voice. Blood had.mever got into 
his eyes, even when Lioyd George 
split his beloved Liberal party wide

He lived not only to see 
the prodigal Lioyd George returned 
to the foid of orthodox Liberalism. 
but to make Britain’s first Labor 
government possible by withdraw- 
ing Liberal support from the Con- 
servative regime which Stanley 
Baldwin had led to disaster in the 
general election of December, 1923. 


Upon Bonar Law's death Baldwin 
had inherited a large majority in 


the House of Commons, but Bald- 
win wanted a mandate of his own, 
so he went to the voters on the is- 
sue of imperial tariffs. Lloyd 
George returned from his Ameri- 
can tour to plunge into the cam- 
paign under Asquith’s banner, for 
when free trade was at stake the 
schism in the Liberal party disap- 
feared overnight. Baldwin's defeat 
was stunning. Conservatives re- 
tained only 259 of Bonar Law’s 347 
seats. Labor held 191, the United 
Liberals 159, while six independents 
were returned. 

No party had the necessary ma- 
jority to form a government. La- 
bor was knocking at the door as 
the second strongest party. With} 
characteristic composure Asquith 


met the new crisis and on Jan. 17, 


1924, announced -that — Liberals 
would support the Labor vote of 
no confidence in the Baldwin Gov- 
ernment, 

Baldwin resigned, Labor was in- 
ducted to power and the two-cen- 
tury precedent of England’s two- 
party system was destroyed. Thus 
at the age of 72 Asquith met an- 
other great crisis and dealt with | 
it. 

No Advantages of stuns. 

Asquith started life with no ad- 
vantages of fortune. He was born 
Sept. 12, 1852, of a middle-class, 
non-conformist Yorkshire family. 
His father died when he was 8 
and the boy went to London to 
school. . At school he won prize 
after prize. Then two scholarships, 
to Balliol College camé his way. 
At Oxford he developed as an ora- 
tor, and like Lords Curzon, Grey 
and Milner belonged to the fa- 
mous Oxford intettectual clique in- 
fluenced by Jowett. 

Young Asquith made no profes- 
sion toward athletics but was more 
human than John Morley, who 
never knew any physical recrea- 
tion but walking. Asquith played 
quoits.° In later life golf was his 
recreation. 

In 1876 Asquith was admitted to 
the bar, and when still an almost 
priefless barrister, married his 
first wife, Helen Melland of Man- 
chester. Four children were born. 
His wife died in 1891 and later 
he wooed and won the cleverest 
political woman of London of that 
day, Miss Margot Tennant. Five 
children were born of this mar- 
riage. Three died at birth. 

Asquith entered Parliament in 
1886, giving up a highly success- 
ful legal practice and three-quar- 
ters of his Income. He was one 
of few young parliamenta to 
have had his maiden speech ‘eulo- 
gized hy Joseph Cramberilain, and 
his clear ideas, lucid style and 
brilliant oratory soon attracted at- 
tention from older members of the 
House. Shortly after his election 
ne of his motions brought about 

e downfall of Lera Salisbury’é 
cabinet and Gladstone ascended to 
power.

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THE MILK LABEL PROVISION. 

There is a very Important provision in the milk 
bill now pending in the Public Welfare Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen to which we wish to direct 
public attention. It‘concerns the labeling of the milk 
bottle to indicate the day milk is put on the market. 
This label is a guarantee of freshness. It would en- 
} able the purchaser of milk to'tell at a glance the age 
of the product, and to reject it if it is too old. The 
idea is not a new or a novel one. It has been adopted 
as a standard requirement by the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service, and it is being widely used 
throughout the country. 

The primary objective of this provision is to safe 
guard infants and children. It is well known to bac 
teriologists that, though milk be pasteuriged to elimi- 
nate most disease germs, acid-forming becteria will 
accumulate unless milk is kept at a proper tempera- 
ture. Milk containing large numbers of these bac 
teria may not be harmful to adults, but it is a pro 
lific cause of enteric disorders in children. Peo 
ple who buy their milk from small grocery stores 
poorly equipped with refrigeration—and this is true 
of most of them—endanger their children unless they 
are certain the milk is fresh. 

It is only possible for the average person to judge 
milk by its color or its taste. It is possible by taste to 
tell whether it is sour or not, but-taste will not dis- 
close the presence of dangerous numbers of acid- 
forming bugs. A label would in effect disclose that 
fact. That is to say, if it showed milk was more 
than two days old, it would be a warning that the 
milk is not fresh and is most likely to be unfit for 
children to drink. | 

We trust the Board of Aldermen will approve the 
label provision. It is simply another step-in the long 
fight for pure milk. That fight has saved thousands 
of lives of St. Louis children in the past.and it will 
continue to do so im the future. We can find no 
argument against the label provision except, possi- | 
bly, a commercial one. And we do not believe, even |

Committee Modifies It but Re- 
tains Equalization Fee 
Coolidge Proposed. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.-—-The 
revised McNary-Haugen farm, re- 
lief bill was unanimously ordered 
favorably reported by the Senate 
Committee on Agriculture today 
after two hours’ consideration. 
Some members of the committee, 
however, reserved the right to Op- 
pose the bill on the floor and to 
offer amendments. 

The modified bill still carries 
the equalization feew hich was at- 
tacked by President Coolidge ta 
yetoing the measure last session, 
but it is thought to meet severe! 
objections then voiced by the 
President. 

The fee now would be levied 
only in emergencies and could be 
made te apply on all commodities, 
whereas only the basic commodi- 
ties were included within provi- 
sions of the vetoed measure. 

A revolving fund of $250,600,000 

would be created from which loans 
at 4 per cent interest would be 
made.available for co-operative 
marketing assg@ciations. 
Chairman MeNary, author of the 
measure, gave no promise of when 
he would get the bill up for eon- 
sideration in the Senate, 

“This modified measure meets 
almost all of the principal oebjec- 
tions of President Coolidge to the 
old bill,” he gaid. “It carries the 
terms ef the administration’s old 
proposal as put forward by Seere- 
tary Jardine.” 

Chairman Haugen of the House 
Agricultural Committee, which is 
eonsidering his companion measure 
to McNary’s, expressed gratifica- 
tion over the Senate committee ac- 
tion and said he expected his com- 
mittee to take similar action with- 
in a week, 

“There ig no question in my 
mind but that the same bill, with 
its equalization fee, will alse be 
accepted by the House committee,” 
he said.

ALL NETWORKS SEEK 
BROADCASTING RIGHTS 


Attitude of Member Stations 
Will Decide If Conventions 
Shall Have Full Sway. 


There is more than a possibility 
that all proceedings of the Demo- 
cratic and Republican WNationsl 
Coriventions will be broadcast over 
country-wide networks. 

M. H. Aylesworth, president of 
the National casting Co., 
which can arrange a hookup of 
more than 60 stations in two 
chains, has been quoted as saying 
that if stations using chain prv- 
grams desired, all sponsored pro- 
grams could be dropped to permit 
day and night convention broad- 
casting, as was done in 1924. In 
that case, if the two conventions 
should last two weeks, half a mil- 
lion dollars worth of sponsored 
programs would be eliminated to 
make way for convention broad- 


Co. and the Columbia Systein have 
applied to the two national com- 
mittees for broadcasting privileges. 
WGN, Chicago, has gone ahead in- 
dependently and plans te do its 
own broadcasting from Houston 
and Kansas City. 

Aslesworth and other NBC exec- 
utives are awaiting a conference 
with representatives of the nation- 
al committees, and then must take 
the. matter up with the stations in 
the networks. 

In any event, the convention 
hookup probably will be the most 
extensive eveg arranged, contrast- 
ing with 1924 when WEAF, KSD 
and 18 other stations broadcast the 
conventions. 

It was in 1924 that radio really 
began to be a factor in politics. 
Day and night KSD and its allied 
stations broadcast the proceedings. 
of the Democratic convention, and 
at times the interest of listeners 
rose to fevered heat. The broad- 
casting of the Republican. conven- 
tion, Of course, was not anywhere 
near so exciting. Coolidge and

We 
expect to advise these national 
committees that the best method 
to pursue will be to schedule these 
‘meetings well in advance on dates 
and times to be agreed upon. 

“We shall recommend that these 
meetings: be designed as radio 
meetings purely, probably broad- 
cast from our studios or possibly 
the home of a candidate without 
any visible audience. We shall 
offer our facilities to all the na- 
tional eommittees representing 
parties shown on the official bal- 
lots of 1928 on the same basis, in 
advance, and seek to find in co- 
operation with them some equita- 
ble division of time. We expect to 
confine these national radio politi- 
cal meetngs to a comparatively 
small number, being well assured 
that the parties can err quite as 
thoroughly on the side of too many 
J as on the side of too few and that 
we can make this fact clear to 
them.”
